The undersigned respectfully submits that Richard Rollin is unwilling to execute the 
Declaration for the present application. Mr. Rollin left employment with the company which 
owns the rights to the present application (Medela) on April 8, 2006. The present 
relationship between Mr. Rollin and Medela is reportedly not a good one. As evidence, a 
letter is enclosed as Exhibit A, which documents this point. 

As evidenced by Exhibit A, numerous attempts were made to obtain Mr. Rollin's 
signature for which Mr. Rollin is a named inventor. In each attempt, Mr. Rollin refused to sign 
declarations or other formal papers (assignments). A copy of a signed statement by the CEO 
of Medela, Mr. Urs Tanner, is provided in the Exhibit as proof thereof. In the statement, Mr. 
Tanner documents that Mr. Rollin has been presented with a copy of said application and 
instructions to sign a declaration. Mr. Rollin was asked different times by phone to sign the 
documents and has refused the request every time. Medela reportedly prefers to not contact 
Mr. Rollin any longer due to the strained relationship and therefore, it is believed that Mr. 
Rollin will continue to refuse to sign declarations or any other formal papers for this or any 
other applications. 

Based on such diligent efforts to obtain Richard Rollin's signature on the declaration 
for this case, it is believed that the requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(b) and MPEP § 409.03 
have been met. 

The undersigned, Steven B. Courtright, has not received a signed Declaration from 
Mr. Richard Rollin, for this application. I have reviewed the file jacket for this application 
which contains all of the correspondence for this application and find no signed Declaration of 
Richard Rollin or any correspondence from Richard Rollin of any kind related to the 
Declaration. 
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The Applicant requests that this Petition be granted as it is proper and complete.
